WEATHER FORECAST.

The March Blizzard Is Felt Through-
out the Land.
Washington, March 14.—The depres-
slon which was eentral in the Gulf
states Wednesday night has developed
Into a severe storm, which Is central
tonight in Southern South Carolina.
It has caused general raing In the
south, with some snow in the upper
